WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 -W a sh ­ 
ington rested a little easier today, 
following a reception at the So­ 
viet embassy in celebration of the 
23rd anniversary'o f the Socialist 
revolution.

BERLIN, Nov. 8— Germany’s “blockade” of England 
in the Atlantic materialized in triple form today as the 
Nazi air force, U-boats and surface naval craft combined 
to hurl a series of blows against British convoys coming 
from America. 
A German high command announcement stated that 
surface forces of the navy “completely annihilated” a 
British shipping convoy of 86,000 tons in the North 
Atlantic. 
German circles said the latest attacks on British shipping 
formed the first stage of the German campaign to throw 
an iron ring around England and cut it off from the area 
of greatest support. 
They added that the blockade will be tightened by 
progressive stages as new waves of U-boats and German 
surface craft and planes intensify their raids on every 
sea route leading to England.

Diplomats arc still puzzled why 
the Italians invaded Greece at the 
time they did.

He received the worst, drubbing! tor and Mussolini, it remains a 
fact that the British face a tough 
proposition in giving any real help 
to Greece. 
(So far they have not 
landed more than 20,000 men.) 
One look a t the map of the Med­ 
iterranean shows what the B rit­ 
ish are up against. 
They have 
three war areanas which they

Bricker. 
It is the concensus of Democrats 
in the capital that so long as the 
enmity between Davey and Saw­ 
yer continues —and even the most 
optimistic of them does not ex­ 
pect it to vanish soon—neither can 
be elected governor. 
If their views are correct, it is 
up to the Democrats to find a 
new leader 
acceptable 
to both 
Davey and Sawyer or become re­ 
signed to a chain of Republican 
successes. 
State Auditor Joseph T. Fergus­ 
on, having just been elected to a 
second 4-year term, would rate 
consideration, but it is generally 
known th at many Democrats ap­ 
praise him as lacking In guberna­ 
torial stature. 
William J. Kennedy, former sec­ 
retary of slate, has long enter­ 
tained ambitions to be governor, 
but his outspoken opposition to 
Davey two years ago makes him of 
doubtful availability as a compro­ 
mise candidate. 
Don&hey’s Health Poor 
U. S. Sen. Vie Donahey, retir­ 
ing soon from the senate, serv­ 
ed three term s as governor and is 
the party’s best vote-getter. Some 
party leaders have tried to get 
him to run for a fourth term, but 
his hep.lth is* not good and his 
friends say the idea does not ap­ 
peal to him. 
George White, who served two 
terms, would be handicapped by 
his bolt to Wendell Willkie In the 
recent presidential campaign. 
W ith virtually all of Its widely 
known figures disqualified for one 
reason or another, the Democratic 
party unquestionably has a prob­ 
lem of first magnitude iii selecting 
a gubernatorial nominee for 1942. 
Defeat by that margin would be 
difficult enough for a gubernator­ 
ial nominee to survive even in a 


non-presidential year, but it stood 
out in bold relief because of Demo­ 
cratic successes in the presidential, 
secretary of. state, state auditor, 
congressional and legislative con­ 
te s . 
Anti-Davey 
Democrats 
inter­ 
preted the returns as a 
decisive 
and final mandate from the Ohio 
voters that they do 
not want 
Davey in the governor’s office for 
a third term. 
With Davey thus repudiated, the 
party might turn to its national

a stumbling block and a big one.

BRITISH CAUGHT IN TRAP 
In Egypt, the British arm y of 
about 125,000 men faces an Ital­ 
ian army of 200,000 men. 
This 
has been sufficient so far to keep 
the Italians at bay. 
But now the 
British face a new menace. 
For 
the talks between H itler and Mar­ 
shal Petain contemplate the use 
of French Syria against them. In 
Syria are about 100,000 French 
Arab troops which m ight be sent 
down through Palestine to take 
Suez. 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
British 
m ight be caught between the pin­ 
cers of Graziani’s arm y on one 
side in Egypt, and the French 
Syrian arm y on the other side. 
This m ight make the problem of 
protecting Suez desperate. 
And 
that is why the British can’t send 
many troops to help Greece. 
Another reason why they can’t 
give further help to Greece is 
their fear th at the attack on 
Greece is a feint to get all of 
Britain’s M editerranean fleet con­ 
centrated In the east. 
Then Ger­ 
many would attack G ibraltar in 
the west. 
This, of course, would 
mean perfect team work between 
the two dictators; and it may be 
th at they put out the rum or of a 
rift merely to catch the British 
off-guard. They have been known 
to do things like that. 
Meanwhile, the Germans con­ 
tinue to pour troops into* Romania. 
They are not only re-training the 
Romanian arm y under Nazi strat­ 
egy, but they are also bringing in 
tons of German munitions. 
So it 
looks as if H itler would put the 
squeeze on Greece from the Bul­ 
garian side when the times comes. 
That time may not come for a 
while, because H itler has shown 
that he seldom moves until he is 
fully prepared. 
With the Italians on one side, 
and the Germans on the other. 
probably not even 
IOO percent 
support from the British could 
save Greece.

BERLIN, Nov. 8 —Several hun­ 
dred G erm an planes raided London 
during the night, 
dropping 
109 
tons of explosives on the B ritish 
capital, it was revealed in Berlin 
1 today. 


LONDON, 
Nov. 
8—A fter 
a 
night raid which left m any new 
bomb scars in London, N azi raid­ 
ers renewed their a tta c k s on the 
B ritish capital today, causing air 
raid alarm sirens to scream in the 
m etropolitan area for the 314th 
tim e since the w ar began. 
One G erm an raider which broke 
through the city’s defense bombed 
and m achine-gunned a group of 
| men and girls journeying to work 
in a busy London district. 
The attack in g plane dived and 
then dropped bombs on each side 
of a roadw ay crowded w ith w ork­ 
ers and then m achine-gunned pe­ 
destrians. bicyclists and 
a 
bus. 
Only one person w as wounded, but 
I m any suffered shock. 
The all-clear signal sounded a t 
noon 
when 
the 
raiders 
wrere 
driven off a lte r all but one failed 
to reach the London area. 
A score of G erm an raiders, fly­ 
ing high and followed by a second 
w ave of 12 M esserschm itt fighters 
crossed the coast a t Dungeness 
and headed for London. The G er­ 
m an planes were intercepted by 
B ritish fighters. 
G erm any “ Visited” 
Sim ultaneously it was announ­ 
ced 
th at 
RA F Bom bers carried 
out sm ashing atta c k s on G erm any 
and Nazi-occupied territo ry last 
night. 
An A ir M inistry announcem ent 
said: 
R A F planes heavily bombed the 
K rupp m unitions w orks 
and 
oil 
ta rg e ts in Germany, invasion ports 
along the coast and enem y a ir­ 
drom es in France last n ig h t.” 
The night raid on London ended 
a t a relatively early hour, about 
3:30 a. rn., but caused consider­ 
able dam age in the city. 
An am bulance depot, a public 
a ir raid shelter, a hospital and a 
num ber of private 
hom es 
were 
am ong the targ ets hit. This m orn­ 
ing rescue squads w ere busy dig­ 
g ing out persons trap p ed iii de- 
moHshed buildings and dem olition 
squads were 
speeding 
a 
large 
clean-up job. 
'File night attack w as noisier 
and m ore w idespread than those 
of recent nights and left m any 
new wounds in London, despite its 
early term ination. 
Tn the night atta c k , the Nazis 
dropped more flares on the city 
than ut any tim e since the aerial 
“ B litzkrieg" began. 
Sm all 
arms* 
m arksm en were kept busy shoot­ 
ing them out. 
The A ir M inistry said the raids 
w ere concentrated chiefly ag ainst 
London and the surrounding home 
counties, although a few bombs 
fell on the m idlands and a town 
iii the southw est. 
In the London area, it stated, 
houses, shops and public utility 
services were dam aged, but the 
num ber of persons killed and in­ 
jured w as not heavy in proportion 
to the scale of the a tta c k .
